Soming to Revisit Us After a Seventy- 
five Year Trip. | 
After an absence of seventy-five 


years and after visiting a region that 
is perhaps 50,000,000 miles more dis

it the most famous comet in history. 
In 1682, during the reign of Charles 
Il., a comet appeared of extraordinary 
size, which was observed by Newton, 
Halley and other astronomers of the 
time. Halley followed its . course 
among the stars and; comparing his 
observations with the records of pre 
vious comets, cume to the conclusion 
that the comets of 1456, 1581 and 1607 
were but different appearances of the 
same object. He staked his reputa- 
tion on- a prediction that the comet 
would return in about seventy-five 
years. ‘True to this prediction, it did 
appear in 1758. when Halley bad been 
sleeping in his grave for sixteen years. 
The reason that the mame of Palitsch, 
a Saxop peasant. bas been preserved 
to posterity is that bis eye was the 
frst to catch sight of the returning

person at the office of the -Domin- 
ion Lands Agent and not through 
a sub land agent, Applications for 
even numbered sections may be 
dealt with through the sub land 
agent as before if desired.
